The conviction and sentence 
of Paul H. Hulahan, hoodlum 
boss of the AFL Building La- 
borers’ union here, for violation 
of the federal anti-racketeering 
act early this year was upheld 
today in a decision by the United 
States Court of Appeals for the 
Eighth Judicial Circuit. 

Hulahan was sentenced to 12 
years in federal prison and fined 
$8000 on racketeering the 
charge by United States District 
Judge George H. Moore. At a 
later trial he was convicted of 
participating in the theft of a 
$50,000 cargo of whisky. 

A jury found Hulahan guilty 
of attempting to extort $50,000 
from H. H. Carpenter in return 
for labor peace during the con- 
struction of Carpenter’s Glasgow 
Vilfage project, a large subdivi- 
sion in North St. Louis county, 
in March, 1951. 

Other Payments. 

The jury received testimony 
that another contractor on a 
building for the Valier-Spies 
Milling Co., 5020 Shreve avenue, 
had made two payments of $200 
each to Hulahan in 1950 to pre- 
vent strikes on the project.

Commission. 


Dr. Robert W. Miller, Roches- 
ter, N.Y., described a well-pub- 
licized photograph of an “atom- 
ic fish” as a “fraud.” The pic- 
ture caption said the fish was 
laid on a sheet of unexposed 
film resulting in a photograph 
which proved“ that the fish was 
radioactive. 


“You can make the same type 
of photograph ‘by laying your 
wet hand on a piece of unex- 
posed film,” Dr. Miller said. 


Finders of “radioactive” vege- 
tables were told by Dr. Lowell 
A. Woodbury, Salt Lake City, 
to check their Geiger counters.

the United Nations Disarmament 

Commission. : 

Instead of making an effort 
to guarantee the world against 
a threat of atomic war, Patter- 
son asserted, the demand of the 
Soviet Union to outlaw nuclear 
weapons by treaty without first 
setting up safeguards to insure 
compliance with the treaty, dis- 
closes that Russia is trying to 
“lull vigilance to the growing 
threat of Communist war 
against the free world.” 

Summing: up his interpreta- 
tion of the. Communist position, 
Patterson said it amounted to 
making a pledge without safe- 
guards, “promises without polic- 
ing those promises.” Russian 
policy is to declare, it wants 
safeguards and international 
atom control, but to “evade any 
discussion of the practical meth- 
ods of securing those controls,” 
he said.

FRENGH HIT REDS

Similar to Previous Trial.

Friendly Case Before 
Missouri Supreme 
Court Will Determine 
Powers of Board.

JEFFERSON CITY, July. 20 
—An ouster suit to determine 
legality of the Metropolitan St. 
Louis Sewer District, and its 
plan for administration of sewer 


was filed in the Missouri Su- 
preme Court today by Attorney 
General John M. Dalton. 

The proceeding, 
test case, is designed to obtain 
a high court decision holding 
constitutional the various steps 
in organization of the district, 
and upholding powers conferred 
on the trustees through the dis- 
trict plan. 

One of the objectives of the 
test case is to eliminate any 
questions which might cloud the 
issuance of bonds by the district 
for construction of sewer lines 
and other district facilities. 

Provision in Constitution. 


The Metropolitan St. Louis 
Sewer District was created un- 
der provisions of the 1945 Con- 
stitution, authorizing the city 
and county to establish metro- 
politan districts “for the func- 
tional administration of services 
common to the area.” 

This district plan was ap- 
proved by voters in separate 
elections in the city and St. 
Louis county last Feb. 9. 

The Attorney General's suit 
asserts the plan goes beyond the 
constitutional grant of power to 
form a district and questions 
validity of all the powers given 
to the district and its trustees to 
extend sewers, build sewage 
plants, condemn property, enter 
into contracts, issue bonds, fix 
rates for sewer use and to levy 
and collect taxes. 

Taxing powers of the trustees 
are attacked on the ground it 
had no authority to levy differ- 
ent tax rates in the city and 
county. Tax ordinances passed 
in the city and county fix a two 
cent rate : in the city and three 
cents in the county, on the $100 
assessed valuation. The petition 
also challenges power of the 
trustees to collect taxes on tangi- 
ble personal property. 


Questions Transfer, 


The Attorney General ques- 
tioned validity of a provision of 
the plan calling for transfer to 
the district, as of last July 1, of 
existing sanitary and storm water 
sewers and facilities in munici- 
palities, sewer distri nd other 
public agencies within the dis- 
trict boundaries. 

The plan further provides that 
the district shall not assume or 
agree to pay any bonded indebt- 
edness of such municipalities; 
sewer districts or agencies. The 
Attorney General charged this 
was an attempt to take property 
without compensation and with- 
out due process of law.

However, Truce Still Means Admission 

of Military Defeat After 8 Years of War, 
Policy in Indochina, 
New World Stature for Red China.

ITH CEASE-FIRE in Indochina apparently assured the fol- 
Wee thoughts are being expressed by veteran Western 


diplomats this morning: 


The cease-fire will inevitably be a great personal triumph for 
France’s Premier Mendes-France. The result may be to give 
France the most dynamic, imaginative and stable government it 


has had since the, war. 


The end of the war in Indochina will deprive France of its 
principal excuse for playing the economic and military invalid in 


Europe. 

Sop by riding his luck and 
playing on public enthusiasm 
Mendes-France may be able to 
start à series of economic re- 
forms and finally prod the Na- 
tional Assembly into acting on 
the European army plan. 


This is the bright side of the 
coin and it is all to the good 
from the western viewpoint. 


Admission of Defeat. 


The other side of the coin is 
unpleasant to the point of being 
dismaying, 


The cease-fire agreement may 
be a diplomatic triumph but it 
is still an admission of a humili- 
ating military defeat after eight 
years of war and the bankruptcy 
of French colonal policy in the 
Far East. 


To the extent that the’ United 
States has associated itself with 
France by financing the war 
and urging the French to grant 
independence to the Associated 
States of Indochina it is also a 
defeat for American policy. 

On its face. the cease-fire 
agreement. which had taken form 
by this morning was far better 
than might have been expected. 

Temporarily it left Cambodia, 
most of Laos and a sizable part 
of Viet Nam outside Commu- 
nist hands. 

Everybody had been surprised 
at the willingness of the Com- 
munists to let France retain con- 
trol of all Viet Nam up te a 
strategic line around the Sev- 
enteenth Parallel. 

For perhaps 150 miles south 


of that point, Vietminh fortes; 


are in control. of almost the en- 
tire country except for a narrow 
coastal strip including the towns 
of Hue and Tourane, which the 
French have managed to keep in 
their hands. 

Under the terms of the agree- 
ment as it stood this morning, 
the Vietminh agreed to evacuate 
this whole area after a short in- 
terim period. Its final evacua- 
tion was due to coificide With 
the evacuation of the French 
from the Red River delta, the 
last troops leaving at the same 
time the last French were leav- 
ing Haiphong.

OMETIMES it takes weeks 
for Senator McCarthy's 
reckless accusations to boom- 
erang. Then his front-page 
charge is usually refuted by a 
back-page denial. ' 


For example, McCarthy 
charged last May that the “Brit- 
ish corporation ship” Arietta 
was hauling “fertilizer” to Red 
China, but the real cargo, he 
hinted darkly, was not fertilizer 
at all, but something far more 
sinister. 


“Let me read you clause No. 
3 from the ship's manifest,” he 
shouted. “The vessel has the 
liberty to call at any port or 
ports for any order for any pur- 
pose. . . But the vessel is not 
to touch the United States of 
America, or Canadian or Philip- 
pine or Japanese ports, prior 
to arrival at destination and 
must not proceed via Panama 
Canal.“ 


“Surely,” cried McCarthy, “if 
this British corporation vessel 
were only carrying fertilizer, 
there would have been no need 
to fear inspection by American, 
Canadian, Philippine, or Japa- 
nese port officials.” 


The truth has now come to 
light. The Arietta was not a 
British vessel at all. Instead it 
belonged to his friends, the 
Greek shippers. 


At the time of the fertilizer 
incident, the Arietta was owned 
by Livanos Maritime Co. of Pi- 
raeus, Greece, with offices in 
New York City, 

The “British corporation” to 
which McCarthy referred is 
merely the name of a company: 
which lists all the ships of the 
world’s merchant fleet, just as 
Lloyd’s does. The British cor- 
poration had listed the Arietta, 
but listed it as belonging to 
the Greek shippers.

A Cumulative Effect 
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ST.LOUIS POST-DISPATCH Senator Cooper's Bombshell 


Senator Cooper of Kentucky has thrown a 
bombshell in the Republican camp by setting 
himself against President Eisenhower's power di- 
rective to the Atomic Energy Commission. In 
this directive, the President ordered AEC to 
sign a long-term contract to buy power from a 
private syndicate for resale to the Tennessee 
Valley Authority. On the strength of the con- 
tract, the syndicate would build a power plant 
to supply the growing needs of Memphis, which 
is now supplied by TVA, and the TVA power 
thus released would go to AEC. 

Senator Cooper, who now opposes this ar- 
rangement, not only is a Republican, he is the 
only Republican Senator from the states of the 
Tennessee Valley region. By virtue of that unique 
position, John Sherman Cooper enjoys more 
prestige with respect to Administration policies 
on TVA than any other Senator. 

No ground on which the President’s directive 
could be opposed would be more damaging to 
the Administration, moreover, than the ground 
on which Senator Cooper opposes it. He takes 
the ground that it is illegal. He believes no 
independent agency has authority to undertake 
action affecting another independent agency, as 
would the AEC contract. He interprets the presi- 
dential directive, furthermore, as infringing 
upon the powers of Congress by indirectly 
changing the nature of TVA, which Congress 
created. 

The alternative which Senator Cooper pro- 
poses is a moderate one. If, he says, Congress 
does not wish to appropriate the money to en- 
able TVA to supply the demands made upon it 
by its customers, let Congress authorize TVA to 
raise the funds by issuing bonds. To this pur- 
pose, he has asked that the proposed AEC con- 
tract be put aside until Congress can act next 
January on his bond proposal. 

Senator Cooper’s stand on this unprecedented 
issue of presidential power may prove decisive,” 
in the opinion of the Chattanooga Times’s Wash- 
ington correspondent, Charles Bartlett. There 
are strong indications of a sizable split in Repub- 
lican ranks on the issue. At least four other Re- 
publicans have joined Senator Cooper in oppos- 
ing the President’s directive. 

President Eisenhower made it plain at a press 
conference that he regarded his directive to AEC 
as a neutral sort of decision, intended to buy 
time to think out a TVA policy. It is difficult to 
imagine how anyone could consider as non-de- 
cisive an action that threatens the independence 
and effectiveness of AEC and TVA and chal- 
lenges the separateness of legislative powers as 
surely as Senator McCarthy of Wisconsin had 
earlier challenged the separateness of executive 
powers.

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Riotous Gallimaufry | 

A word to make any reader sit up and take 
notice occurred in Senator Flanders’s speech on 
Senator McCarthy. The word was “gallimaufry,” 
and it is a mouthful: 

Senator Flanders referred to the Cohn-Schine 
expedition to Europe to investigate the Voice of 
America for the McCarthy committee as a fan- 
tastie and riotous gallimaufry.”

If Premier Mendes-France does win an Indo- 
chinese settlement in the last hours of the 
month he gave himself for this task, he will al- 
most at once face Problem No. 2 of his regime:

promised to call up the issue for parliamentary 
debate, te get it settled one way or the other. 

In seeking ratification, he has the strongest 
support yet afforded by Great Britain and the 
United States. This is the Churehill- Dulles agree- 
ment for restoring German sovereignty, if neces- 
sary without the EDC on which it had originally 
been made contingent. 

Made public last week in letters from the 
Secretary of State to the chairmen of the Senate 
and House foreign policy committees, the agree- 
ment calls for putting the Bonn contract—virtu- 
ally a treaty of peace—in operation while post- 
poning German rearmament “for the time being.” 

This might or might not placate the political 
opponents of West German Chancellor Adenauer. 
They have been criticizing him more and more 
frequently for having failed to gain sovereignty, 
full membership in the Western community of 
nations and reunification of the country. In any 
case both Britain and the United States want to 
see German soldiers doing their share in the 
defense of the West. 

At the moment, France holds not only what 
amounts to a veto of the integration of German 
troops in a continental army, but also an actual 
veto—as one of the occupying powers—of direct 
German remilitarization. The State Department, 
however, has indicated that, in the absence of 
French co-operation, Britain and the United 
States will nevertheless seek a way of permitting 
Germany to rebuild its armed forces. The De- 
partment is ready to ask Congress to grant Presi- 
dent Eisenhower broad powers for dealing with 
this issue, should it be still unsettled when 
Congress adjourns.

And French 
ratification may be achieved by a premier who, 
no matter how sketchy his partisan support, has 
won the loyalty of most of the French people. 
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Housing for One More Election 

After the Senate adopted President Eisenhow- 
er’s public housing program, and the House re- 
jected it, a compromise at some level below what 
the President had recommended was mathe- 
matically predictable. The compromise has now 
been reached by a conference committee, and if 
it could be scored one would have to say that 
the House won by about 3 to 1. 

As opposed to a presidential program of 35,000 
units a year for four years, the conference com- 
mittee approved 35,000 units for just one year. 
This means that the public housing program 
adopted by Congress in 1949 has once again 
been served its death warrant. 

The 1949 law, passed by ample margins in both 
houses, contemplated public housing construc- 
tion of up to 135,000 a year. Mr. Eisenhower 
pared this goal substantially, and now the com- 
mittee has pared it to the vanishing point. 

What it all adds up to is that public housing 
at a reduced level has been kept alive for one 
more election. This may enable a few Republican 
congressmen in urban areas to seek votes on the 
strength of their housing votes, but it will not 
be much help to the eities which are trying to 
clear their slums. 
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Only One McCarthy Issue 

Roy M. Cohn has resigned as chief counsel 
for the McCarthy committee, while another 
change of tactics by Senator Flanders has pest- 
poned a showdown on his resolution to censure 
Senator McCarthy. But as the days of this ses- 
sion run out it becomes clearer than ever that 
the sole issue in the McCarthy controversy is 
Joe McCarthy. Every attempt to substitute a 
side issue for the real one fails. : 

Thus if Senator Potter forces more house- 
cleaning of the McCarthy staff, there is an in- 
herent absurdity in leaving undiseiplined and 
untouched the chairman who had selected that 
staff and connived with it to abuse his official 
powers, 

And if Senators Flanders gets his censure 
resolution passed by the Senate, there would be 
an inherent absurdity in leaving undisturbed in 
his chairmanship a Senator who had been offi- 
cially condemned by his colleagues for conduct 
in that office “tending to bring the Senate into 
disrepute.” 

Some of the senatorial reluctance to face the 
issue of ousting McCarthy from his chairmanship 
is understandable enough. It is feared that a 
precedent might thus be set under which com- 
mittee organization could be overturned when- 
ever a bipartisan coalition wished to do so. 

Those who hold this view overlook the fact 
that nobody is proposing to oust a chairman 
as a matter of whim, caprice or party prejudice.

Most Americans were shocked when 
they read that Nobel Peace Prize win- 
ner] Ralph Bunche was being subjected 
to a long and arduous loyalty probe by 
the International Organizations’ Em- 
ployees Loyalty Board, created by 
President Eisenhower. 

It was a closed hearing; the evidence 
remains secret.

I have never met Manning Johnson, 
though he has claimed to have met me 
a number of times. This narrative illus- 
trates his “reliability” as a witness: 

In 1948, a Washington State legisla- 
tive committee—the Canwell Commit- 
tee—conducted a public hearing into al- 
leged subversive activities at the Uni- 
versity of Washington. At this hearing 
one person accused me of having been 
a member of the Communist party. This 
witness, George Hewitt, swore that he 
had been my teacher at a highly secret 
Communist school near Kingston, N. V., 
for a period of about six weeks in the 
summer of 1938 or 1939, later declaring 


that he was positive the date was 1938. 


Testimony Proves False 


I denied these charges under oath, 
swore that I had never been a Commu- 
nist and had never been in New York 
State, and promptly took steps to have 
Hewitt arrested as a perjurer.

OMETIMES it’s impossible 
to draw a full tub of water in 
the throom beeause the 
well has run dry, but often the 
trouble is due to the water pipes 
inside the house which have be- 
come clogged with rust, minerals 


case is to start saving money to 
replace the lines but until you've 
saved up the necessary amount, 
it will pay to do what you can 
to clear the clogged up lines. 

The first thing is to check the 
fittings such ,as elbows, etc. 
These usually have a smaller in- 
side diameter than the straight 
runs of pipe and so they are 
the first to clog up. 

The rust and dirt in the 
straight runs of pipe can often 
be removed by tying a strong 
cord to each end of a small 
chain. Fasten the cord end of 
one to a piece of stiff wire and 
run the wire through the pipes 


the pipe. It will loosen up dirt 
and rust so they can be flushed 
through the line. 

Another method of doing the 
job is with a small diameter 
stiff wire brush attached to a 
metal handle. If the condition 
is ‘not too bad, a line can often 
be cleared by forcing water 
through it in the opposite direc- 
tion than the normal flow. 

If rust is causing the trouble, 
you should remember that when 


the rust is removed from the. 


line, the thickness of the pipe 
wall will be decreased tly 
and eventually the wall will be- 
come so thin as to leak. For this 
reason, the line should be re-

Contract 
Bridge

HERE are two schools of 

thought on the subject of 

penalty doubles. One school, 
which includes most if not all 
“name players,” holds that a 
double of a low contract invites 
the co-operation of partner as 
to whether the double should 
be left in; while the other school 
insists that the low-level double 
should be an independent ac- 
tion, based on great trump 
strength, and consequently that 
it does not require the “approv- 
al” of partner. 

Thus, if one type of player 
doubles (let us say) the one- 
spade overcall of his partner’s 
opening bid, the doubler will 
have a substantial spade suit— 
something like five to the K-Q- 
10, K-J-10, Q-J-10, or perhaps 
even better. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, the opportunities for this 
solid type of double occur only 
rarely, whereas the opportuni- 
ties for co-operative doubles are 
far more frequent,
